T.B. CLINIC TO COME SOON 


The dates have not yet been definitely announced, but the 
mobile T.B. clinic is scheduled to visit Wainwright, Edgerton 
and Chauvin sometime during the next six weeks gr so. 


It is now about five year since the clinic passed through 
the district, and it’s return. will be welcomed. The work of the 
clinic is most valuable—perhaps the only weakness of the sys- 
tem is the long period between visits. T.B. is one of the few 
remaining deadly contagious diseases which affect us in this a- 
rea. Fortunately it is a curable disease. But the chances of a 
cure and in proportion to the earliness of diagnosis. 


It is pretty difficult for a person in the early stages of 
tuberculosis to realize that there is anything seriously wrong— 
and even if medical aid is called diagnosis is still difficult un- 
til the disease has progressed quite far along its course. Only 
the x-ray and men trained particularly in the identification 
of pulmonary diseases can effectively spot the diseases in its 
early stages. : see 

The mobile clinic affords you an opportunity for just such 
service. There is no charge. The services of the clinic are free. 
All you are asked to do is to register ahead, so that the clinic 
can plan its visit effectively. After the photos are taken they 

’ are studied by experts, and should you be unfortunate enough 
to be a victim ‘of the diseases, your docter will be notified and 
will pass the information along to you.

SOMEBODY DECIDES 
FOR THE UNDECIDED 


A recent Gallup survey on. the -polli- 
tical opinions of those who are soon 
to go to the polls established a deplor- 
able fact, that more than one fifth of 
our voting population—22%—hadn't 
yet made up their minds how to vote; 
in the Dominion election. What is still 
more significant 1s that if that per-. 
centage. of undecided voters were. sud- 
denly to be swayed in one direction 
this one-fifth of the voting population 
could determine the political future of 
the whole. Even in the unlikely event 
that they turned unanimously te one 
of the almost negligible groups they 
could make it a ous’ factor in. our 
affairs. It should be somewhat disturb 
ing that people with so little or such 
undecided interests should have euéh 
potential power. True, they probably 
will not use it because of the possibly 
related fact that an almost similar 
number of voters—24%'in the last 
election—did not vote at all, though 
the votes cast showed a higher per- 
centage than in any other election in 
the past two decades. We) 

Obviously, in any election there is a 
percentage of voters who by reason 
of age or illness or absence; or some 
othér legitimate cause are actually 
prevented from voting. ‘But surely 
these circumstances go not cover ‘a 
quarter of our voting population. 

In all probability there are propor- 
tionately as y old and ill and ab- 
sent in saoxaibogwan elsewhere, 
and certainly the difficulties of casting 
@ vote are more acute than in the more 
populous East. Yet, «n the 1945 elec~ 
tion, where the Maritimes and British 
Columbia turnéd out approximately 
80% of the total vote, Alberta and 
Quebec about 74 per cent and Ontario 
and Manitoba about 76 per cent, Sask+ 
atchewan really went to town and 
turned out 85 per cent. 

It seems then that more of the 
people in that province actually ' de- 
elded what they wanted and, what was 
more important, détermined to do 
something about it. Of course if what 
they did satisfies yéu, what is written 
here ts of only ‘distant importance, If 
it does not, then the obvious implica- 
tion is that the rest of us had better 
see to it that we get out 85 per cent 
or better of our vote. If we can't 
make up our minds or if, having made 
them up, we are too indolent or care- 
less to assert our Views, what then? 
We can blame no one but ourselves if, 
ultimately, a minority of voters be- 
comes a majority, and a minority way

government of a majority of the

District 7, bring before the ratepayers 
of the Wainwright Hospital District 
the following: 


“Whtreas at present time when a 
ratepayer patient, of the Wainwright 
Muncipal Hospital District, is referred 
to an outside Hospital for treatment 
by the local doctorg, that patient has 
to pay all hospital expenses incurred, 
and also pay taxes to the Wainwright 
Hospital. We find this system unjust 
and in some cases an undue hardship; 
Therefore be it resolved that if, a rate- 
payer patient is sent to another Hos- 
pital by the local doctors that the 
Wainwright Hospital District pay to 
the patient the same public ward rate 
as is paid in the local hospital.” 

The above resolution was passed 
unanimously at the F.W.U.A. Confer- 
ence held in Edgerton on, June 8th. It 
was also passed last year at our Con- 
ference held on August Sth. It was sent 
along with a letter to the Hospital 
Board.

We feel that if a rate- 
payer is forced to enter another hos- 
pital because he gannot be treated at 
the Wainwright Hospital, it only seems 
fair that the Wainwright Hospital 
Board give assistance to the amount 
it would cost them to hospitalize that 


same patient in the Wainwright Hos- | 


pital. In this way we feel that the Hos- 


‘| pital won't be out anything and ft 


would not work too much hardship on 
the person who has to be transferred 
by the doctors to another hospital. 
These cases should be few and far 
between as we know we have a very 
modern and up-to-date Hospital in 
Wainwright and very good doctors. 
It is only patients that have been sent 
by the Wainwright doctors to outside 
hospitals to which we refer, A. person 
who goes on his own will naturally 
be expected to meet his own expenses, 
unless he can prove that he was an 
emergency and was forced to enter 
hospital while away from home and 
it being a case where he was unable 
to reach the Wainwright Hospital. 

The Wainwright Hospital would 
then only be asked to pay these ac- 
counts after the transferred patient 
has had his ‘transfer authorized by the 
Wainwright doctors and the secretary 
of the Wainwright Hospital Board, 
and only to the extent of the daily 
public ward rate. The Wainwright 
Hospital Board would not be asked to 
pay the full rAte charged by city hos- 
pitals. ;

1948 SEED PRODUCTION 

In the seed production report recent- 
ly released by the Plant Products Div- 
ision, Department of Agriculture, it 
was revealed that record, or near re- 
cord, quantities were harvested in 
1948, of most of the major forage and 
cereal seeds. The alfalfa, red clover 
and. sweet’ clover seed crops were by 
far the largest ever harvested, While 
the alsike seed crop wak not.of record 
proportions, it was, however, the lar- 
gest in nineteen years. Total produc- 
tion of these four kinds amounted to 
about 70 million pounds. This is far 
in excess of normal domestic require- 
ments, but a strong export demana to 
the U.S.,, U.K. and Western European 
countries was responsibie for . most 
surplus quantities of these kinds find- 
ing a’ ready market. 

Timothy seed production showed a 
sharp decline from’ that of recent 
years when only fifty per cent of ‘the 
1947 crop was realized. With the 1948 
crop placed at on about five and a 
half million pounds, it was consider- 
ably less than the 12-year average of 
nine apd a quarter million pounds. 
The rélatively higher value of the 
crop for hay last season in Ontario 
and Quehec contributed to the fact 
that a small acreage was left for seed.

BROODING CHICKS 


WITH RADIANT. HEAT 


The brooding of chicks in colony 
houses with brooder stoves has proved 
very satisfactory,’ but efficiency of 
operation is low and each brooder 
stove is a potential fire hazard. For 
these reasons, the trend has been to- 
‘ward large brooder houses with a 
central heating plant, The usual meth- 
od is by heating the air with hot wat+ 
er, pipes. A newer method is by em- 
bedding thé pipes or électric heating 
elements in the concrete floor to pro- 
duce radiant heat. An electric heating 
unit costs less to installj/than’a hot 
water system, and it requires very 
little attention, but the cost of cur- 


from an. electrical installation, ‘says 
Leonard Griesbach, who is in charge 
of poultry. In the first test conducted 
chicks brooded in a pen with raaiant 
heat were inferior to a, control lot 
brdoded with conventional brooder 
stoves, but it was fourd.that tempera- 
tures maintained in the pen with rad- 
fant heat were too low. When suitable 
temperatures were maintained with 
subsequent lots, excellent results were 
obtained. It was found that chicks 
should be started with a floor tem- 
perature of 100'to 102 degrees Fahren- 
heit, with the bulb of the testing ther- 
mometer actually touching the floor, 
This will give an air temperature of 
approximately 92.degrees about one- 
half inch. above the floor and slightly 
lower temperatures at higher levels, 
The air temperatures may vary slight- 
ly with a given floor temperature, ac- 
cording to the amount of ventilation 
provided. The action of the chicks 16 
the best indication of the proper ten{- 
perature to mafmtain, but these tem- 
peratures are a reliable guide. 

It is adVisable to install the heating 
elements in such a way that lower 
floor temperatures can be maintained 
at the sidés of the pen than in the 
centre,.to enable the chicks to qelect 
the most comfortable location. Tem- 
peratures should be reduced grad- 
ually after the first few days to pro- 
mote hardiness and rapid feathering. 

No litter is required with floor rad- 
ant heating. The droppings dry quick- 
ly and may be allowed to accumulate

INDIA’S FARMING 
LINKED TO CATTLE 


In a recent speech the Minister of 
Food and Agriculture for India, spoke 
on the cattle situation in that country. 

Cattle, the Minister stated, are the 
backbohe of Indian agriculture, with 


‘gome eighty per cent of the agricultur- 


al population depending on oxen and 
buffaloes for draft powe?. India and 
about 208 million head of cattle, in- 
éluding buffaloes, before ‘partftion— 
nearly one-third of the world’s cattle 
numbers, Of this’ number, an estimat- 
4 30 million are now in Pakistan. 

In spite of the huge cattle popula- 
tion, the Minister declaret; the coun- 
try is lacking both milk and bullocks, 
the shortage of feed and fodder being 
the main contributing factor. Not more 
than 60 per cent of the fodder and 
about a quarter of the required con- 


ealf rearing, 


Nevertheless, the Minister contin- 
ued, feeding requirements can be fully 
met by 4 50 per cent increase- in feed 
production, and appreciable gains to- 
ward this end can be achieved through 
the ‘introduction of proper. cropping 
systems, readjustment of crop eulti- 
vation on a mixed farming basis, and 
feed conservation practices. Much of 
Tridia’s 136 million acres of grazing 
lands only produce two tons of grass 
per acre, of which one-third-is wast- 
ed through inefficient ensilage and 
haymaking methods. 


Apart from, the efforts to improve 
livestock feed, the animals themselves, 
are to be improved. Bulls are to be 
located in selected “key” villages, with 
a view to serving wider areas with 
better bred animals; governmental 
efforts to evolve a dual-purpose 
breed—draught and milk cattle—are 
to be hastened and greater réliance Is 
to be placed on artificial insemination
